It    is    wi'U    known    to   tlu-   (iovfrniiiout   thiit   thf 
Mi'tlioilint  t  'linifli  1ms  iilwnys  tiiki-n  ii  kW\^  inb'n'st 
in  till-  wi'Iffirc  of  till'   Incliiins  ot'^  tliis  Dominion,  iis 
sliown   l)y    its  liir^'c   annuiii   cxiicnilitiirc  on    mission 
work  luiionij;  tin'm.      It    ims  also  Immmi  ;,'liiil  to  co-oiioi- 
iitt!  with   the  (iovi'innii'Mt  in  proniotin;;  tlic  cilucation 
1)1'   Iniliitn  youtli,  ami   is  in  luaity  symjiatliy  witli  tlic 
|ioiii'y  of  Hiitlicrin;;  hi'lian  lioy>  ami  ^'irls  into  lioaid- 
inir  Scliools  anil  Industrial  Institutes,  l).'in^'  (•onvin<'c'(l 
that  this  conrsi'  will  yii'M   more  satisiai'tory   results 
than  the  oM  system  oi'  day  schools  on  tlu-  Reserves. 
While  the  (loverimient  is  under  olili^;atioii  to  pnnide 
for  the  education  of  its  Indian  wanls,  we  understand 
it  to   he    its   Jiolicy    to   in\  ite  the  co-operation  of  the 
churches    in   this  work,    and   thai   it  desiri's   to    act 
ini]iartially  toward  the  several  denondnations  that  are 
actively  eii;;a;{ed  in  ndssion  work  amone;  the  Imlians 
But  in  seekiu;;;  to  develoj)  this  form  of  training;,  we 
■suhmit  that  the  Methodist  Church   has  not  received 
the    consideration    fi'om    tlu-    Dejiartment    of   Indian 
AHiiii-s  to    which    it   is    faii'ly   entitled. 

In  Onttti'io,  so  far  as  Institute  work  is  concerneil, 
matters  an;  now  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  sha))e.  The 
new  hiiildine;  at  Munce.v  su|)|ilH's  a  loni;-felt  wniit, 
and  puts  u.s  in  a  position  to  do  stil!  more  ell'ective 
work  than  in  the  past.  We  think,  hov.ever,  ihat  the 
authorized  mnidier  of  pupils  at  Muncey  .sluaiM  not 
1)1'  less  than  on.'  hun-'red,  insteml  of  eijfhty-tive  iis  at 
present;  hut  even  on  this  ha.sis  it  is  impos.sihle  to 
receive  all  the  Indian  yiaith  who  de.sire  admi.s.sion. 
This  circumstance  su;f;;ests  the  desirahleuess  of  addi- 
tional jirovision  in  the  form  of  liK'al  hoardinj,'  schools, 
where  the  youni;vr  ehildr  ,i  mii,dit  lie  tau:,dit  and 
trained  till  they  weii'  of  a  ;)roper  a^'e  to  enter  the 
Mnncey  Institute.  This  sut,'f,"Htion  is  emphiusi/.ed  hy 
the  unsatisfactory  results  of  the  present  dav-school 
HVstem.  It  seems  to  he  impossilile  to  securi'  in  the 
(lay-school  on  an  Indian  Reserve  aiiythiu},'  like  a 
re,nilar  attendance,  and  in  miiny  schools  the  avi'iajje 
attendance  does  not  .justify  the  annual  ex])enditure. 
It  is  our  cunviction  that  a  limited  iiitiii':--:  •■'■  •-•.•r-i- 
ing  schools,  placed  at  a  distance  from  the  Reserves, 
would  jirovide  in  the  hi'st  way  for  the  educational 
needs  of  the    Indian   ehildr .ii,  and   that   the  present 


<lay-schools  mi;:ht  he  dosed.  .\ti  exception  mi;,dit  he 
made  in  the  case  of  hands,  where  tie-  numlur  ol 
childl'en  of  ^(•hool  a;,'!'  is  lar;,'e.  nv  where  tlu'  Indians 
are  willin;,'  to  ]iay  the  teacher  out  of  their  own  funds 
Should  the  sii;;;,'eslioii  respeetin;;  hoarding;  schools 
connuend  itself  to  the  Dcpiirtnieut.  we  will  he  pre- 
pared to  co-operiite  most  heartily  in  re;,'iird  to  those 
Reserves  where  we  have  estahlished  missions,  and 
those  schools  over  which  we  have  I'ontrol. 

In  .Manitohii,  the  necessities  of  the  case  '  i\e  hei-n 
lar;;ely  met  hy  the  erection  >>f  tlw  new  Institute  huild- 
inj;.  at  Ihamlou.  When  .H'cupied  to  its  full  capacity, 
it  will  pro\i.ie  for  some  time  for  tlu' neeils  of  those 
Indian  hands  included  in  the  missionsof  the  Mnhodisl 
(Miurch  arouml  Lake  Winnipej,'. and  to  Ih.'  north  ;md 
I'ast,    and    recent    coirespcaiilence    from  some  o|    tlu' 

missions  indicates   that    it    can    he   lilled    in    the   ir 

fut>ne,  as  .some  dill',  idties  in   the   way   of  oht. lining' 
jiupils  have  heen  mainly  o\c'rcome.     It  is  our  earnest 
desire    that    no   time   he   lost    in   s.-curin;;   ailditional 
pupils,  and   that  as   soon  as  seventy-tive  or  upwanls 
are  in  attendance,  ihecoiitrol  of  the  Institute  hee^iven, 
as   promised,   to   tie'    Methodi-t  I 'lunvli   on   the  nsiud 
])er  cai)ita  hasis       The  (iiesmt    system,   whii'h   makes 
tl-.i'  IVincip.il  virtually  a  suhordinate,  .  eiiders  etlicient 
adnunistration    ilitlicidt,    if    not    imiiossihle.      In  this 
connection  we  call  attention  t<i  the  f.iel  that  tie-  I'l  iifi 
cijial  appointed  hy  the  .Methodist  Chureh  was  n'liH.N.d     '' 
from  the  huildin^'   to   the  town    of    liran.lon    *^i''"'iy' 
any  communication  with  thosi-  hy  whom  he  had  li.<^ 
appointed.      It  will  he  seiii  at  once  that  a  I'lineipal  is 
plac<'i|   at   a  j,neat   ili.sailvantajie   when   compelled  to 
reside  at  a  distance  of  si'V.i'al  miles  froni  tie-  instilu 
tion  wiiich  he   is   suplio.srd    to   control    and    we   trust 
that  no   luinecessaiy   time   will   he  lost  in  erectin;,' a 
suitahle  huildin;,'  for  his  a<  eonnnoilation. 

Turnin;;  now  to  I'.ritish  folumhia  and  the  North- 
West  lerritories,  an  examination  of  the  Departmental 
Iteports  for  \W.)'t  reveals  not  only  s.-rious  ine.pialities 
as  hi;tween  the  ditlerent  ilenoniinations,  hut  what 
;ij.!.r;(r-i  te.  e,^  to  he  :i  marked  discriminiition  airainHt 
the  Methodist  ( 'hurcli.  In  British  (,'olund.ia  there 
(ire  ten  Institutes  and  ISoardin;;  SchcHtls,  distrihiited 
as  follows :

School,  with  25  on  the  roll  and  20  averajje  attendance, 
is  voted  !*l,50(),  or  !<()()  per  capita  for  25  pupils.

One  .Methodist  Institute,  with  1)7  on  the  roll,  70 
nverai;e  attenduncc,  is  voted  S2.2IO,  or  S130  per 
capita  for  17  pn])ils;  and  out?  .Methodist  Hoariliiif^ 
School,  with  ;12  on  the  roll  and  17  averuj,'t.'  atti'ndance, 
is  voted  S<1,201),  or  S?(iO  per  capita  for  20  pu[)ils. 

Piittini;  tliesi!  Hj^ure.s  in  anotlu^r  I'orni  we  timl  that 
in  the  case  of  the  Kpiscojialian  s 'hools,  provision  is 
made  for  50%  in  excess  of  the  averaf^e  att<;tidance  ; 
ill  the  undenoniinatiunal  Institute  for  HilJ^^  in  cxccsh; 
in  the  Honian  (."iitliolic  Schools  for  5%  fc««  than  the 
averiifjo  attendance;  and  in  the  .Methodist  .S<diiM)ls 
for  150%  less.  At  the  (  hilliwack  IimtituU!  the 
averajre  atten<iaiice  lu«t  year  was  70,  and  altliou;;h 
earne.st  requests  \vt-re  made  for  ;-i  jjit  cipita  j^ant  for 
at  least  oO  pupilH,  the  actual  ^raiit  is  for  17  only.     In 


two  instances,  we  liilie\e,  .i  latj^er  MiiM  was  put  in  the 
estimates,  liiit  it  was  struck  out  in  ( 'ommitti'f.  VVc 
lia\e  furtlnr  to  lejiresent  that  in  the  applicntion  of  the 
;,'rant  17  ehililren  ai'e  selected  liy  iiann' ;  and  when 
one  of  these  clics  or  is  removed  fiom  the  sihiM>|,  the 
l)e|),irtinent  claims  the  ri;,dit  to  deduct  that  jiropor 
tion  .it'  the  ;;iaiit.  allhoM^jh  scores  of  other  ehildren 
ail-  known  to  lie  in  the  Institute  foi-  whom  no  j;rant 
is  ni.'ide.  In  addition  to  ,ill  this  we  understand 
th.lt  the  cost  of  huildinj^s  for  the  Instilules  controlled 
liy  the  Konian  Catholic  and  .\n;,dican  cliuiclus  was 
provided  from  puMic  funds,  Imt  the  Methodists  were 
conipelle(l  to  proviili'  thi'ir  own  sites  and  liuildiii),'s  at 
a  cost  of  over  Ht25.000,  hss  S5.00l>  recived  from  the 
Indian  Department  in  aiil  of  the  Institute  liuildini; 
at  (.^hilliwack. 

In  presentini,'  these  contrasts  we  wish  it  to  he  dis- 
tinctly understooil  that  we  ilo  not  complain  of  the 
amounts  p.aid  to  othei-  denominations,  |irovidi'd  they 
are  doin;;  the  wiak  and  keepinjj  tlie  schools  np  to  the 
standard  of  ellicieney  iiMjnin'cl  liy  the  (iovernmeut 
liut  if.  as  we  .are  f;i\en  to  understand,  it  is  the  policy 
of  the  (lovernment  to  invite  the  co-opiMution  of  the 
churches  in  the  work  of  educatinj;  and  c^vilizinj;  tin- 
Indians,  we  submit  that  there  should  he  some  ajiproacli 
to  eipiality  in  the  dealin;j;s  of  the  (iovernmeut  with 
the  churt.'hi's,  and  that  we  should  no  lonj^er  he  suli- 
jected  to  the  humiliatinj,'  iliscriiniiiation  so  apparent 
in  the  past.

Hoys'  Boirdiiig  S('hool  :it  liie  same  place. 

.').  Provision  for  mi  Industrial  School  on  Vancouver 
Island,  at  a  iMiint  to  Ik^  .selected. 

tl.  Provision  for  Boarding  Schouls  at  certain  points 
on  Vancouver  Island,  on  the  nortii-west  coast  of  the 
mainland,  and  in  the  interioi. 

Of  course,  we  do  not  expect  that  the  ( lovernmen  t 
will  undertake  all  this  at  once  ;  but  we  submit  that  it 
is  not  Ik'VoikI  what  we  have  a  right  to  expect  within 
a  reasoimble  ]ierio<l  And  we  do  expect  that  the 
(ioverninent  will  at  once  take  stejw  to  meet  the  most 
pressing  needs,  ami  give  us  the  a,sMurance  that  a  more 
e()uitablc  policy  will   lie  pursued  in  tlie  coming  time.
